Dl, which is considered to be the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claim 1, describes a sealed package that 
is easy to tear open for packaging paste-like products 
that can be changed to a semi-liquid state, consisting of 
two thin films. 



Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 differs from 
this known package in that the package is made of 
polypropylene, has a grip tab consisting of a triangular 
projection formed on one of the sides of the first sheet 
and in that the tear strips form a pointed U-shape, of 
which the point is in said triangular projection. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem that the present invention is intended to 
solve can be considered to be that of making a 
polypropylene package easier to open.
